There ha"8 been a call for the Gov- 
ernors of several States in that Section fa 
assemble together for the purpose Of promot- 
ing this object, several of the State Legislatures 
of the West have spoken in favor of it, public 
meetings have been worked up to agitate the 
question, and some of the Western members of

Congress are opposing any further appropria-

tlons f« public buildings or improvements in 
Washington, on the ground that the capital will 
be removed, and that to expend anytfiing more 
there would be a waste of money. The move- 
ment has not become general in the West, but 
seems to have its focus in St. Louis. The peo- 
ple, or rather the property holders and specu- 
lators, of that city are the principal movers in 
this local agitation, because they want the capi- 
tal to be located there. As far as they are 
concerned it is a grand speculation or job, 
hough got up under the pretext of national 
nterest and the convenience of the govern- 
ment and the Western members of Congress. 


The principal argument used for the removal 


f the capital to the Mississippi valley is that 


St. Louis, or some other point not very far 
west from that city, is near the geographical 
centre of the republic and will, in the course 
of time, be aboutthe centre of population. This 
is true, undoubtedly, with regard to the terri- 
torial centre, and there may be a large popula- 
tion west of this in the distant future, though

more importance. The centre of business, of 
wealth and of intelligence will remain far east 
of the geographical centre. That will remain 
near the Atlantic border. The argument in 
favor of removing the capital, then, on the 
ground of placing it in a central position has 
little foundation. 


But it is said Washington is too near the 


Atlantic, too easy of approach by an enemy in 
time of war, and cannot be so well protected 
or defended as the capital could be if it were 
in the Mississippi valley. This is a mere bug- 
bear. No nation or combination of nations 
could or are ever likely to attempt a war on 
the soil of this mighty republic, where there is 
such a dense population. Nor would any fleet 
in this age of science, steam power, monitors, 
iron-clads and all the other 
formidable 


appliances of war that can be promptly pre- 
pared and used, venture to go up the Potomac. 
Washington can be as well defended as any 
city in the world. 


As to the convenience of members of Con- 


gress reaching the capital, what does it mat- 
er whether those from the West cross the 
Alleghany mountains to come eastward, or 
those from the East cross them to go west- 
ward? Tnenrailroads and the telegraph bring 
all parts of the country into convenient commu- 
nication. Distance is no longer reckoned by 
miles, and space is annihilated, comparatively. 
The probability is that in the progress of 
science and improvements we shall be able to 
travel by and by from one end of the republic 
to the other in a few days. For all business 
and social purposes the telegraph brings every 
place and person near to each other.

other public functionaries at Washington may 
learn a valuable lessoa from the conduct of 
such European statesmen as Count Beust 
and Count Bismarck, and from such foreign

The laws that make it 


impossible for our shipbuilders to compete 
with foreign shipbuilders are so worked into 
the fibre of our system that they will not be 
easily plucked out. These laws, however, 
in their primary operations only injured the 
shipbuilders.

ffiefoaith chapter of Pam's Bustle to the Ptiliip- 
pians—'-And the peace or God, wBloh passetii all un- 
derstanding, shall keep your hearts and nvnda 
thro UKh Christ Jesus.'' Inls was only one oriue 
eSpresslons lonnd In the !\ew Testament that de- 
gcnoeJJ Christian experience In the most attractive 
language, and that attributed to it elements that 
were not loand practically manifested in the ordi- 
nary Christian's ilfe. The peace here spoKen of was 
THUS glmple heealfon or powerful excitements—all 
phlegmatic natures had that ihla peace was not a 
gentle pause after the storm or life was over, nor 
was it the ashes after the Home was blown out. No • 
ihis peace was a raising oi the higher faculties of the 
Bool, so that the soul's nooler powers came Into a 
mure perfect harmony, anil more attunea to the har- 
monies or a Iffe ihat was hid with God. That was 
de experience, the practical experience, of all good 
Ghrlgtlan men. But how many or us can say, "I 
liave the peace or God, that passeth all understand- 
ing?" Alter a passing illustrated statement that joy 
was not this peace, Mr. Beecher proceeded to trace 
she growth or this peace in the soul and how 
to cultivate it. 
No man became a iuil-bloivu 
Ohnsuan all at 
once. 
He was compelled 
to po through all the gradations or Christian life, like 
children were compelled to go through all ihe grada- 
tions or physical life. The possession or the peace 
of God that i>a&s&d oil undemanding was the high- 
est and the most sacred stage or Christian expen- 
«nce; once reached, the soul was in the laud or 
Beulah. and was advancing on to the celestial city 
ol God. Now, all ought to aim for this condition or 
tneBOUl. what were the signs of its growth? One 
iras that It found its pleasures were derived less and 
less from the ordinary and material sources or life. 
The enjoyment of li£« was the sjost bean tjf ally lUus- 
>totsd oy the innocent enjoyment 6f filmWioiHr of 
tne life CT childhood; only there was this to be con- l 
«aered, that as the soul grew it found Its peace not 
m the Increase of Its material beneUts but in the In- 
crease of its moral elements and in the growth or a 
Setter and In the evidences of things not seen, that 
trhich. was conceived only by the mind and the 
spirit. ThB peace «ras less dependent also for its 
existence upon physical or earthly relationship— 
•when mac had so brought his will Into subjection 
that the wild, luxuriant growth or the lower nature 
vraa brought into Bnojecaon to the higher, and 
fce could Bay, "Sot my will, but thine, 0 God, be 
done." It developed also a more intimate and a 
-personal relationship with (Jod. Paradoiical as It 
may seem, this gave a wider sense of the personality 
of uod ana a universality to His presence that the 
soul did not knotr berore; so that to the gooa man 
Bis presence Is In all the pnenomena of the world— 
as the boy .grew to see his lather m all the surround- 
tega o! home, the empty chair, the bit or hand- 
writing, and In the garden. .Mr. Beecher here 
related an incident of his early life, when lyin"- 
awake la the stillness of the night listening to the 
weepine willow's hum and the moonlight beaming 
its eoitened light in tae chamber, until he was so 
awed that he was afraid almost of his own breathing 
and in the climax or his fear he heard his father's 
gruff, sleepy "hum"—and then au rear left him; he 
lelt Bate, tsmitea all round.) In tracing the various 
developments and growth or tne soul he said there 
came an experience ia which there was so blessed a 
development waen we were dependent on Sundays- 
wherever we went there were t«mples for the soul, 
and wherever we weot God abideth with us. This 
was brought about by growth, and therefore he did 
not agree with those who said that doctrines 
were good ror nothing. Doctrines were good 
lor something:, aud so were ecclesiastical arrange- 
ments and creeds; all helped to thp growth or the 
BOUL, in tae same way as when a man learned 
to read, he pats his finger on a letter ana spells it 
out; but then he must not stop at spelling it out with 
his finger; he muss learn to read it out load anil 
clear.

Benevolence, phxiatt- 
thropy aud bympathy were of course, excellent rm 
their way and highly to be commendea, but unac- 
companied by cuarity were valueless—that charily 
whica rendeied man proof against the world. Oi 
laitn, hope and chanty, cnarity was the greatest. It 
was a supreme love for God and a universal good 
will towards every human being. Everyman was 
competent to obtain it, ana its poste-sion was or 
inestimable value. Suitable for every" emergency 
however suaden or pressing, it was likewise euuai 
to every occasion. It should be earnestly Droved 
lor, and, once obtained, the path to glory was se- 
cured. Dr. Browning concluded his sermon by 
pointios out the nntola advantages which artbe 
from charity and its triumphs aoa happy re^clta. 
At me termination of the discourse the usual ex- 
ercises weie proceeded with and concluded with the 
benediction.

CATHGLIC VIEW DF THE PUBLIC SCHGOLS. 


Lecture by Eev. Thomas S. Preston at the 


Cooper Institute— The Public Schools Sec. 
tariou. 
The large 6aU or the Cooper Institute was crowded 


to its utmost capacity— even the seats within the en- 
gWsed space reserved for the press being occupied— 
to listen to a lecture from Thomas S. Preston, pss- 
tor of St. Ann's church and Chancellor of the arch- 
diocese of New Tork, his subject being "The 
Catholic View of the Public School Question.*' Many 
well known Protestant divines were present, and 
among the prominent civilians occupying seats on 
the platrorm could be noticed judges Daly and 
Bedford, John McKeon and many others. Judge P. 0. 
Wright, as chairman or the committee, Introduced tho 
reverend gentleman with a few prefatory remarks, 
durinz which he stated that though Catholics will 
not provoke a controversy they will Insist that their 
rights ba respected; they are devoted to liberty and 
patriotism and will maintain them under the teach- 
ings or their Church. Kev. Mr. Preston on coming 
forward, was greeted with immense cheering. When 
the audience was quieted he remarked that he need 
not sav that the subject or his discourse was one of 
great importance, engrossing the attention of the 
community; the large attendance was evidence that 
the public appreciate the important consequences of 
this question. It haa been discussed by the press 
and the pulpit and if in tne height or the discussion 
some bitterness should have arisen it must be 
ascribed to the excitement of the moment and 
not to the feeling 
of the heart. Many things 


have 
been said 
of 
Catholics, which 
they 


are not willing to believe the convictions of the 
hearts of their opponents. We are uere a band of 
brothers, whose first law Is that or charity, which 
binds them together. Ko one should ever forget 
that tne love or man Is only second to the love of 
God. ^Who would willingly offend against this law 
of charity? The United States constitution guaran- 
tees liberty or conscience aud religious rreedom, and 
it must perish berore any State can trample upon 
these rights. We are here with different religious 
convictions and we are not to inquire whv, bnt only 
to acknowledge that it is so, and tnat beiore the law 
we are all equal. If we do not trample on the rights 
or others, then only can we have our own respected. 
'ihis Is the only base or harmony and peai* 
In a community lite ours. Who would tram- 
ple on the rights . of his neighbor 
cannoc 
demand protection of his OTTO. 
In speaking 


on the subject, -svhlch has evoked excitement in 
times past, he prajea to God he might oifend none. 
1113 arguments m Dehalf of Catholics would be ad- 
dressed to tlio American public, willing patiently to 
hear and candidly to judge. And ir theie be any so 
prejudiced as to oj>poae everything Catholic it is 
nseiess to expcet candor from them; ror Ood's sun- 
lignt or truth cannot penetrate hearts governed by 
prejudice. He would state a few Catholic principle*.

"Death to the Violator" is by popular opinion and 


sentiment, particularly in the South, a law, and Ire- 
quently the ravisher meets his merited doom in a 
summary manner without the legal rormallty of a 
trial by judge and jury. The defamer of female 
chastity is always held to strict account, and some- 
times meets an untimely fate; but the ravbsher or 
seducer invariably pay the penalty of the crime 
wilh their lives. If the former escapes the ven- 
geance of an indignant populace he 12 certain to 
atone for the horrible act oy the sure and steady 
process of the law, for in most of the States the 
statute books record the penalty as death. This was 
fully and strikingly exemplified here to-day in the

execution or Lewis Hines, a negro, Tor the violation 
of a young and innocent white girl, named Sarah L. 
Johnson, in April last. 


Since the emancipation or the negro and his more 


recent investment with all the political rights and 
immunities or an American citizen he has become, 
under the lunue*uce or unprincipled adventurers, 
arrogant to au intolerant extent, and in some in- 
sfances fierce in his demands ror that mytn—social 
equality. Unable to oouun this boon tnrouch the 
instrumentality or their radical friends, many of 
them eye with reelings of hate the wives and 
daughters or their former masters, whose purity and 
virtue they would ruin if opportunity offered to 
gratify their lustful passions. Again and again the 
public journals in almost every portion of the South 
have had to chionicle outragesjoy negroes on unpro- 
tected white females, and so common fiat this be- 
come that no lady dares trust herself alone beyond 
the limits or immediate succor for fear of encounter- 
Ing some evil-minded negro, whose passions would 
drive him to the commission of crimes for their 
gratification. And though in nearly every Instance 
the ravisher meets death as a punishment for his 
Infamous crime, sometimes swift, but always sure, 
yet there la no abatement; white women are still 
outraged by brutal negroes, and the horrible mania 
seems to be on the Increase among them. 
Not in- 


frequently the unfortunate victim of one ot these 
fiends in human shapa la cruelly murdered after the 
horrible act, and rarely without being knocked m- 
eenslble and mutilated In a fearral manner, or the 
latter class of victims of this atrocious crime is the 
one which waa expiated to-day on the scaffold in 
the preaenco oi abont forty witnesses, who com-, 
prised the guard, members of the press, the jail offi- 
cials, and a lew others who were privileged by the 
S herfff to come within the narrow confines of a tem- 
porary enclosure around the structure. 


SCENE Of THE OUTRAGE. 


Near the township or what la known as Swift 


Creek, in the upper portion ol Edgecombe county, 
lives Mr. William Johnson, i poor but respectable 
farmer, with his family, consisting of tu 
wife, 


daughter and a child that suffers from some in- 
firmity with which it was born. Mr. Johnson is 
about sixty years of age and haa been married 
twice, his daughter Sarah, now about seventeen 
years or age, being the offspring of his first wife, 
while his second spouse is the mother of the child 
above alluded to. On account or age and its conse- 
quent debility it has latterly been the custom or Mr. 
Johnson tn rent a portion or the land he possessed 
to some industrious negroes in the neighborhood, 
reserving a share, which he cultivated himself, 
with the assistance or his wife and daugh- 
ter. 
These honest people tolled for a sub- 


sistence 
under circumstances 
that do them 


Infinite credit. Embarrassed as they were with the 
slcKlr infant the mother and daughter divided the 
labors of tne field and duties of the household 
•between them, each taking alternate days without 
and within. To-day the mother would work wua 
the husband on the farm, while tho daughter woulo. 
nurbe the child, cook and attend to all other domes- 
tic matters, and the next day it waa vine i?na—the 
dauguter working resolutely .with the hoe by her 
Iatner'8 side, the mother remaining at home. About 
700 yards from their residence lived Mr. Patrick 
Lane, a larraer, In whose employment was Lewis 
Hmes, a stalwart negro, and a genuine specimen of 
the Congo species or his race. Lewis was married 
and the rattier of two children, all of them residing 
m tae house on Mr. Lane's farm, abont 200 yards 
from that gentleman's, residence. With his employer 
and the people in the vicinity he bore rather 
an indifferent character, but as he worked fftithwlly 
and waa considered a good "larm hand" it mattered 
bnt little so long as he conducted himself respect- 
lully and witn propriety as a laborer. From all the 
information that can now be gleaned Lewis had no 
relations whatever with tbe Jounuous, not even that 
ol a passing acquaintance, so usnal among people 
Itntnrv Jjj th^ COUnUy* but

_ . her version or the case suspicion at once 
centred upon Lewis Hmes, and his employer Mr 
Lane, rcaduy remembered both salts of clothes 
when described bv Miaa Johnson. On Friday morn- 
Ing Lewis was arrested by Mr. Lane and others; he 
was brought to the house ot Mr. Johnson and there 
immediately recognized by his victim, Miss Johnson. 
Though habited in a different costume, sne at once 
identified his villanona eyes as the onea that glared 
upon her the day previous, bhe stated that m ihe suit 
or black he wore on the occasion of the outrage one 
of the lapels of the coat was torn and the whits 
lining protruded, which was found to be the case 
when the suit was produced. As soon as his gmlt 
wab established, in order to avoid popular violence 
the ravisner waa promptly taken to Tarboro, where 
he was incarcerated m the jail. He was afterwards 
indicted by the Grand Jury. Another circumstance 
besides the poatth e evidence of the prl was tne ract 
that upon the Knees and elbows 01 tne black suit 
ol clothes weie evident and forcible marks of 
tno peculiar black soil where tne outrage was com- 
mitted, and where the ground exhibited strong incu- 
cauoaa or a violent ttruggle. These circumstances 
msnied beyond a doubt tue guilt or Lewis limes. 


THE TRIAL 


was attended by crowds, who packed the court, room 
toils utmost capacity. Fred Phillips, an eminent 
young lawyer, assisted by Mr. Joan=on. were as- 
Utned by the Court as counsel ror his defence but 
notn iihstandmg their legal and forensic ability the 
criminal was found guilty by the jury atter a abort 
absence from the court room. 
Steadily and per- 


sistently, even to his counsel, the accused denied his 
guilt, and his entire imprisonment has oeeu cuarac- 
lenzed by au obstinate and hardened demeanor 
He evincea no emotion whatever wnen sentenced 
and his Honor tue Judge was compelled to remark' 
alter the death sentence, that in such a clear case 
he was a teriibte criminal. 


AV AU'ECriNO INCIDENT 
occurred in the course of the trial. Miss Sarah 
Jolmaon was introduced on the witness stand and 
her appearance caused a renewed and Intense in- 
terest in tae proceedings on the part of the upecta- 
tois. Every eye was directed at her, and every ear 
strained to its utmost capacity to catch the words 
that might rail from her lips on such a vital occa- 
sion, fahc was closely veiled, and answered the 
questions propounded to her m a scarcely audible 
manner, though a pin might have beeu heard fail 
in tha room. During the course or the examination 
the 
counsel for the deience req.ueated 
that 
she would remova her veil to 
look at the 
prisoner ana state wnether he was the man 
•Ihls she hesitated to do, but his Honor in a kind 
and eucouragme manner repeated the request as- 
suring the young lady it was absolutely necessary In 
the trial she should do so. She raised her hand and 
flung back over her bonnet a double veil, disclosing 
a handsome set of features, blonue. with a prolusion 
or auburn hair. She Jerned her head rattier than 
turned it, for a mere instant, in the direction or the 
prisoner and said, "res, that's the nasty stinking 
rascal: i would know him anywhere." Ah the time 
the girl had been crying, and when her race was ex- 
posed and her Identiucatlon or Hmes heard, inter- 
rupted with heavy eobs, there was scarcely a man 
In the court room wbo was not affected and but 
few dry eyes were visible at the moment. 


A SCE.SE. 
The evidence, both direct and circumstantial, was 


the moat positive, and after the jury rendered their 
verdict his Honor proceeded to sentence the pri- 
soner. There was a breathless silence thraugnaut 
that densely crowded court room as the Judge, in a 
solemn and exceedingly impressive ma-uncr, ex- 
plained to the entity man the enormity of the crime- 
he nad committed and ita terrible penalty. A pm 
could have been heard to fall in the house as the 
Judge was closing his remarks; but when he pro- 
nounced the latal words, "I'o be nanged by the neck 
until dead, and may tne Lord have mercy on your 
soul," a piercing atmek rent the air, which was fol- 
lowed by the unearthly wail of a heart-broken wo- 
man. It came from the wife ol the condemned man, 
who had patiently and devotedly attended the tiial 
until the passing of the sentence, when her woman's 
nature save way under the trying ordeal, bhe 
swooned, and was removed from the room. 


THE DEMEANOB OF THE CONDEUMib 
was, not only prior to his trial and sentence, bat 
during his subsequent imprisonment, exceedingly 
callous; but he has shown himself to be a wretch 
devoid or all the better feelings known even to the 
moat degraded specimen of humanity. Be denied 
his suilt, but claimed be was prepared to die and 
had his peace made witn his Maker. Yesterday he 
was visited in the jail by your correspondent. He 
was in what I would now call the "condemned" 
cell, as he makes the fourth that aas crossed its 
threshold to be launched into eternity on the scaf- 
fold. Tbe condemned man lay on a pallet, with uis 
head towards the door, through which he got a 
ralnt gleam of the light or heaven. He was heavily 
manacied, bnt did not-seem to be at all depressed 
by nis terrible situation, and ho exhibited quite an 
indifference as to his approaching rate. 


IN TH» SHADOW OP DEATH. 
After introducing myself as a reporter, Lewis asked 
me IT I was the New jfork "gemman" he nau heard 
about, and receiving an affirmative reply he showed 
every disposition to be comm'umcatlve.

If hamwng day lias its horrors for some it has its 


charme ror others. With that smgaiar but morbid 
appetite for the horrible laree numbers of people 
(mostly negroes) thronged into town the entire 
morning, and soon the streets exhibited quite 
an animated and lively appearance. By eleven 
A. M. a vast crowd had massed directly m front of 
the jail and immediately around the location of the 
scaffold. Here tney could hear something IT they 
could not see; bnt every available slit or cranny in 
the fence was broaght Into active reqnisiaoi faces 
or all shades aud colors were glned to tbe boarded 
fence, looking through tne quarter-inch division be- 
tween each plank; bnt little could be seen, lor the 
privileged crowd wlthm filled the small enclosure, 
rue surrounding housetops and trees were also filled 
wits crowds or men and boys, who had some advan- 
tage over those on the ground, as their elevated-po- 
sition gave them somewhat or a view over the Im- 
promptu fence. 


FINAL FBEUHIN'AJtlES. 
A guard or thirty six citizens, of both races, had 


been summoned by the bhunff to enforce the stem 
decree or tne law and preserve order among tha 
crowd, both .without aud within.

armed mostly with shotguns, the negroes in soma 
instances having old army muskets, wmch seem to 
have been generally distnoutea among them at the 
close of the war.

Every- 
body waited with intense anxiety some expression 
irom the condemned man oi his guilt, ol wmch tha 
entire community were so well satisfied ; but there 
was a general craving to hear tne culprit hmiaelf 
either acknowledge or deny it. ivithout. however, 
rising irom his chau he made a rambling semi-re, 
ligious address of over ten minutes' duration, itt 
which he endeavored to impress the spectators with, 
the information that ho was going to heaven, where 
he hoped to meet all of them, both white and 
colored. After this he asked for a chew ol tobacco 
and 
he 
took an 
immense 
quid 
into his 
mouth, which a bystander contributed. Next ha 
asked for a glass or water, and then another, both, 
of v, Inch he drank with an evident relish. His next 
want was a preacher, aud after a while a dwarllsU 
but venerable specimen, or the colored race quite 
modest m nib demeanor, ascended to the platiorm 
of the scaffoU; but, instead of Draylng he com- 
menced a scrmoo, which was delivered with telling 
effect 
He pointed to the condemned, now on tno 
verge of eternity, aud held him up as a warning to 
all his hearers, both white and colored; men should 
control their passions, and wnen a baa thought 
suggested itsell It should be crushed at once lla 
hoped his brother was prepared to meet his Maker 
and tnat he had lepenced 
of 
all the sins

his bojy. 
Jjuiing the delivery or 


this sermon the condemned tuau exhibited the 
sti oucest symptoms of emotion and terror. Ins rea. 
tures assumed at times a fearful and repulsive ex- 
pression of misery, the muscles became contracted 
and iho grimaces he mado were hornblo to beholdl 
He shook in every limb, his heels beating the scaf- 
fold violently, so nervous waa he. He lairly n ritlied 
in his cliair; but the preacher heeded not this exhi- 
bition or terror, lie rather seemed gratified, and 
continued m the eame strain, which the more terri- 
bly Increased the tortures ol the condemned. Many 
la the crowd who witnessed tins scene were sur- 
prised the sheriff did not suspend the ruuarlcs of 
the preacher and put an end to tne agony of tno 
unfortunate wrotcn. 
AS soou, however, as the 


preacher concluaed ana took a last farewell Lewis 
stood up and seemed to regain his composure. An- 
other incoherent religious address rolloweit butno 
allusion to the crime whatever. His main point 
seemed in tne latter speech to assure his hearers 
that the colored mail would he as "bright" in Christ 
as the white man. No distinction would be made 
there, and this lie repeated some twenty times. He 
broke into a Sort oi song peculiar to negroes at tho 
close, stating his -ooor little soul" would soon oe 
out or the body and with the angels m heaven, and 
called upon all, regardless of co.or, to meet him in 
that oiessed place.

A scene of 
fearful excitement here ensued.

at nis throat, and holding this he got his feet again 
on the platform. All this time there was the greater 
exc-itemeut and commotion in the small crowd 
withm tue enclosure, while those without wero 
ignorant of the exciting scene. A gurgling noise in 
tue tin oat, a»or difficult respiration, could be dis- 
tinctly heard by the entire crowd in the yard. 'Ihe 
Sheriff ran anu Dushect ihe rest off tue scaffold, and 
the condemned was again swinging ia mid air, but 
still struggling violently. In neventeen minuter, 
however, ne was pronounced dead by Drs. J. H. 
BaKer and stanton, and the oody was cut down and 
placed in a cufflu. Ihus ended tne execution ot 
Hmes, a bungled and horrible affair, uut TarborB 
had its annual hanging.

•Under the impression that the tendenfcy which the 
money market has shown 'to ease ever since New 
Tear's would meet a more or less serious check in 
the expanding volume of business at the StocK 
Exchange, and doubtless many contracts at the be- 
ginning of the w«eK were made upon this hypothesis. 
The, relaxation, however, has steadily progressed, 
and the prophecy of a five per cent money market 
fcerore the 1st of February looks like realization. 
The first week closed with six to seven per cent as 
«he rate on call. Yesterday fancy loans were made 


. ,«t five per cent, and tne offerings' at six on stocks 


Were abundant, although some lenders contrived to 
Set seven. As might be expected, this decline has 
affected commercial paper, which, nas been more 
current during the week at nine to ten per cent, 
although the extreme range for prime double name 
acceptances still continued at about eight to eleven 
percent. The mar&et was rather slow to yield on 
account of four suspensions reported during the 
week, one of aome account and the others for light 
amonntg, their cause being traceable to the decline 
In gold. The prime bankers put np their rates for 
sterling rather sharply on Friday, and maintained 
ihem in the face of a light demand for remittances 
and of a better supply of produce bills, onr exports 
feeing flatteringly large. A speculative design is 
suspected. The.device of putting np prices to get a 
good point to drop from is an old one. The whole 
Senor of trade is against the firmness of exchange.

•Is not wanting that the cliques who turned the price 
up from 119% unloaded in the vicinity of 12i A 
aemonstration at the Clearing House on the part of a 
firm who have the reputation of having been the 
brokers for many of tbe numerous movements in 
Eold elicited the lact tnat they were heavy sellers, 
and the intelligence led to a weak and heavy mar- 
ket, which was feebly rallied once or twice on the 
strength or the news from Paris, but closed dull on 
Saturday at the lowest ranxe of the weeK. The gold 
loan market favored holders as the week progressed, 
the relaxation in the general rate on call leading to 
£t decline In the rate for carrying. 


STOCKS. 


Tters irregular and in the main strong. New fea- 
tures came upon the surface of speculation, while old 
ones were more or less neglected. The latter were 
Bot weak but simply somewhat lower in price as 
compared with their more buoyant periods. The 
flrstweefc of the new year produced a general ad- 
vance of about six per cent in the leading shares. 
This advance has been fairly maintained the past 
•Week, while tae new favorites have Been brought up 
to the general standard, it is the deliberate pr» 
gramme of the cliques to "bull" stocks while 
money remains easy. To be successful they must 
bring in the outside public. A too rapid advance 
•would only Keep the latter away. An advance 
of six per cent every week would check the specu- 
lative tendencies of the public, especially since the 
September panic has led to unusual caution. An 
outsider who is about to venture, say upon North- 
west, will regard it lavoraWy at 07 and may buy at 
70, but let It rise to 75 and he will abandon the idea, 
because the stock has had too sharp an advance. 
2Jy dropping it to 70 again, however, he will come 
In. Tne movements of the past week seem to show 
the operation ol this or a similar system of tactics 
on the part of the cliques. They have not let old 
prices go off too much to convey the Impression 
that the market is weak, nor have they rushed it 
ahead too fast to keep ont the general public.

_ernor for the board of the pauper insane, the 
towns paying In eactt case one-half. The Retreat 
charged nothing for rent supervision or attendance, 
asking only reimbursements for the aotnal expenses 
of board. 'The arrangement was cheerfully ac- 
cepted by me Retreat, but the time arrived when 
the aemands of the State were likely to absorb all 
the accommodations and resources of the institu- 
tion, leaving no room for private patients. The Re- 
treat was relieved of its State patients last year, and 
after an Intermission of twenty-seven years the di- 
rectors were at liberty to return to their original 
policy. The "Society for the Relief ol the Insane," or 
Ketreat, as we shall call it for brevity's saice, fa 
not a joint stock corporation, bat purely a charity, 
originating in the disinterested zeal or indivl duals, 
prompted and aided by leading physicians who 
found ii impossible to taKe proper care of insane 
patients In private dwellings. It Is an association 
of gentlemen without regard to party or geek who 
derive no pecuniary benefit whatever, and in their 
annual meeting elect the board of directors and ex- 
ecutive officers; tne board chooses the managing 
and resident officers of the institution, directs its 
general affairs, and extends over it a constant super- 
vision and inspection. Tha only "dividends" are 
indicated by the percentage of recovered patients. 
The occasional surplus or receipts has been mostly 
expended lu permanent improvements, save that a 
fond of about £25,000 has accumulated. 


THE liOCATIOIT OP THB RETJBEAT 
possesses rare advantages; it affords a splendid view 
or me broad Connecticut river valley ana the dis- 
tant mountains; its spacious grounds are near to 
tbe city and yet not embarrassed thereby, and are 
artistically laid out and beautifully adorned by 
shrubbery and fine old trees.

The murderers were in- 
dicted, ana Mr. N. p. Langford came to Washington, 
iy request of the authorities and citizens, to ask of 
the President that the United States Marshal should 
iroceeo, with whatever force wss necessary, to exe- 
cute the warrant or arrest The Montana delegate, 
Mr. Cavanagu, strongly urged such a policy on the 
Executive. The President fully recognized the duty 
of the government, but some doubt having been ex-

ence to that subject. Under the treaty 01 1868 the 
government acquired the right to settle Indians 
npon Cherok-ee territory, the condition being that 
the price of the lands thus occupied should be agreed 
upon between the Cherokees and the settlers; but. in 
case of disagreement as to this provision the Presi- 
dent was authorized to flx the price. It aopears 
however, that many of these Indians already settled 
are without money to pay for the land, and have not 
sufficient Intelligence and skill to maKe good the 
obligation. Accordingly it became necessary (the 
Oherokees having received no compensation for 
parting with their lands, and having" an acknow- 
ledged fee simple nnder former treaties) to mate a 
new treaty—the one nowpenaing berore the Senate— 
by which it is proposed to sen L2,ooo,ooo or is,ooj,ooo 
of acres to the government ror about $3,000,000, in 
order that the Cherokees may have no further com- 
plications win, 6ther tribes, and that the govern- 
ment in the settlement of the Indians may nave the 
entire control 01 them, besides paying the compen- 
sation nne to the CheroKees for tbe lands now ap- 
propriated by the government. The Cherofcees will 
retain the land on wlneli tueir nation is now settled. 
There is every project, under present circum- 
stances, that the treaty will be ratified.

PRINCE ARTHUJR'S VISIT TO WASHINGTON. 


The speculations m regard to the object ol Prince 


Archnr's visit to the capital or the nation—that is so 
far as any poiiticm or (Upiomatlc significance* is 
attached to it-are all at sea. The son ol his roval 
mother comes here simply as a matter of inter- 
national etiquette, to pay his respects to the sore- 
reign or the great American republic. Her Majesty 
the Queen, wrote to the Pnnce telling him that ne 
must not neglect to pay his respects to President 
Grant and to express to him the high estimation m 
which she holds him personally, as well as in tne 
capacity of Chief Magistrate or the Umtea states. I 
am informed that ner Majesty has not only signified 
her wishes privately to the Prince, but that, more 
appropriately still, she has caused her Uims,ter in 
this country to say to Secretary Fisn that on no 
account could she allow her son, while so near the 
United states, to omit this pleasant fluty of paying 
a visit to the President, 


Prince Arthur is expected to arrive here on the 


23dor24thlnst Minister Thornton has made ex- 
tensive arrangements to receive the Pnnce and to 
mase the few days of "bis sojourn In this city as 
pleasant as possible. Mr. Thornton has issued cards 
for a select dinner party, to occur on Monday, the 
24Bi, in honor or the Prince, and it is nnaersto0(i 
that President Grant, Secretary Fish, General Sher- 
man, some of the Cabinet Ministers and members or 
the diplomatic corps will attend-. It is expected that 
the Pnnce will not tarry here more than four or five 
days, when he will go to New York and have an op- 
portunity of seeing the American elephant in its 
moat expansive condition. 
IHE ALABAMA CLAMS AND BRITISH NORTH AMERICAN 


ANNEXATION. 


Yon need not be surprised should the present agi- 


tation of the subject of annexing to the United States 
the whole or British Korth America, in satisfaction of 
the celebrated Alabama claims, take a practical 
shape berore long. There is more in the matter 
than is generally supposed. I ani certain our own 
government is highly ravorable to the project, and I 
have excellent reasons for believing that her Majcs- 
y's government would not be very averse to permit- 
ting the British North American provinces to "slide" 
into the republican family of states. By this I don't 
mean that John Bull irould ever consent to let 
his provinces come 10 us as an acknowledged 
settlement of the flimcnlties with his American 
cousin. John would never ao that; he is too prond 
even now, when he is pon erlesa in Europe, to make 
a settlement that would Involve whit might be 
called an act derogatory to his houor and pride. 
But sullen John would never condescend to say 
"Here, Jonathan, you can have all our North 
American provinces. We own up that we tried to 
injure you when you were in trouble; we admit we 
allowed Confederate privateers to be fitted oat and 
manned in our ports, and that we are responsible 
rorthe damage thereby resultant to your commerce 
We confess that we have sinned grievously in 
thought, word ana action, and now we are ready to 
make amends—all in our power. Here is Canada 
for yon, and Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, Prince 
Edward Island, Newfoundland and British Colum- 
bia. Take tnem all and give ns a receipt in full." 


I repeat that while Mr. Ball coula never be brought 


to such an open confession ana repentant mood as 
that, still he woula have no objection to doing the 
thing in a roundabout manner. You know yonr 
very proua man, sometimes when his nonor 
and personal safety 
are involved, Is glad to 


find some loophole through 
which lie can 


escape without endangering either of tnose precious 
articles. Mr. Hull's loophole ia this matter is the 
independence of his North American provinces. If 
his aforesaid provinces tell him they want to be free 
he will say "Go, and peace be with you. God speed. 
We have no objections to your independent aspira- 
tions, and, in lact, are rather pleased than other- 
wise." 


Then, Mr. Bull having thus spoken, and his pro- 


vinces having cut themselves rrom all connection 
with the venerable gentleman, of course the latter 
would have nothing more to do with advising or 
shaping the colonial policy. The provinces could 
do just as they like, and they would most certainly 
like annexation in prererence to erecting a separate 
republic of their own. Trade is what they want, 
trade unhampered by restncaons or conditions, and 
such trade tney could only have by annexation.' 


Now this is not a rancy picture. As I remarked 


above, I have very good reason to think teat Great 
Britain would not only not obiect, but be right 
glad to have events BO shape themselves. I tele- 
graphed yon tne other day the reported views of 
Minister Thornton on the subject, rrom which it 
may be inferred that her Majesty's representative 
here knows that his government will be favorable 
to any reasonable project of annexation not opposed 
by the provinces themselves, and. at the same tame, 
which will be accepted as a tacit settlement of the 
Alabama claims. Mr. Thornton, when tola of the
